The alleged libel was contained in a 
Pamphet clrarging Bottomley witb 
swindling the public in connection 
with his “Victory Bond club.” Big- 
land is also *harged with an attempt 
to extort money from Boltomley. 

The first tussle with the judge oc- 
curred when Bottomley 
handing Bigland £50 on one occasion 
Bottomley heatedly replied to the 
magistrate's queries and declared that 
he was merely an agent in tranamit- 
ting the money on behalf of a meni- 
ber of his staff. The complainant also 
gave his story of the incident and 
mentioned that Bottomley had visited 
him in tis ‘bedroom and asked fer 
£60,006 to finance a scheme f@m ex- 
tracting petrol from water. 

‘Mr. Bottomley exclaimed that his 
Victory Bond club was a_ scheme 
under which the public subscribed 
£460,000 for the purchase of war 
bends, A proportion of ,the income 
therefrom was to have been drawn 
for investment in a scheme similar to 
the continental state lottery. Far 
from making money himself, he had 
actually loat over £30,000. because the 
subscribers were mostly of the poorer 
Classes, and feeling the pinch of bad 
timea. were applying for the renay- 
ment of the money, neceamitating the 
sale of the bonds at ‘76 per cent. of 
per, whereas they had vriginally cost 
65. Bottomiey added that £204,000 
had elready been repaid, and he ex- 
preased a willingness to ‘refund all the 
subscriptions in a reasonable time. 

The tearing was adjourned until 
Wednesday next.
